stenographic Associated Press operator will be on duty 
until midnight. A message from the Oklahoma City di­ 
vision today informs us that we will receive two ten 
minute calls every hour during the evening until all re­ 
ports for the night are in. Under the rules of the Associ­ 
ated Press, however, we will not be allowed to post bulle­ 
tins at any place other than the News building. 
In order that our operator and special reporters may 
make the best use of the four telephones which will be 
in action in the office from late in the afternoon until 
midnight, it will be necessary to close the office and 
megaphone and bulletin the reports on the outside of the 
building. Heretofore the doors have been thrown open 
to the public, but due to the noise thus occasioned the 
service was very unsatisfactory. We trust that our friends 
will understand the situation and n o tfask to be admitted 
to the office Tuesday evening. All reports will be flashed 
as rapidly after they are received, and no “joke” or fake 
reports will be tolerated by this office. You can depend 
on the reliability of the reports flashed from the News 
office Tuesday night.

THE CALL OF MERCY 


Next Tuesday the voters of Pontotoc county will be called 
upon to decide whether or not we shall as a county build a 
county hospital wherein the maimed and sick of our popula­ 
tion may receive treatment. In response to a petition signed 
by 1,200 citizens the county commissioners have submitted 
this question to a vote of the people. 
It is no great argument in favor of this project to say that 
other counties have voted bonds and built county hospitals. 
Other counties may have bought a thing of no value. But there 
is a forcible argument in the fact that other counties after in­ 
vestigating the need for such an institution voted bonds to 
secure such institution, and since erecting and equipping 
such institution are satisfied with their investment. No county 
that has built such hospital is displeased with its action or 
would be willing to do without such institution. 
Under modern conditions of surgery and the practice of 
medicine a hospital has been found to be indispensable.

They would find one of their own a material advantage. And 
those who suffer through the long and wearisome days and 
nights of pain would find a hospital here at home a distinct­ 
ive boon in the hour of trouble.

Comparatively speaking it is a new 
institution. Just a few years ago, when the present senior 
class were freshmen, the city high school was a rather modest 
affair. Only a few dozen students matriculated and many of 
our citizens hardly knew that such an institution existed in 
their midsf. But now we have a full grown school that is 
attended by hundreds of ambitious students and that is doing 
a work that would be creditable to a city of a hundred thous­ 
and souls. It easily ranks among the very best high schools 
in Oklahoma.
